strong indications today that

President's White House Confer- 
ence on Education

mend federal aid to the nation's 
schools, at least for building new 
classrooms.

enough classrooms, it 
will 


leave the question high in the air. 


Federal aid for schools is the 


hottest question facing the 
men 


and women who came here from 
the 48 states and territories for 
this meeting which ends today.

port which was a consensus of 
what they felt and thought.

lomatic pronouncement by

State Department at one of those 
times when it wants to make a 
statement for the record : without 
being very positive about anything. 


This .was that the report said: 
"No state represented has .

demonstrated financial incapacity* 
tc bu'ild'- the schools 
it will need 


during the next five years. But, 
with the exception of a few states, 
none of the states presently 
has 


plans which indicate a political de- 
termination powerful enough

overcome all of the obstacles."

strong indications today that 
the 


President's White House Confer- 
ence on Education 
will 
recom- 


mend federal aid to the nation's 
schools, at least for building new 
classrooms.

enough classrooms, it 
will 


leave the question high in the air. 


Federal aid for schools is the 


hottest question facing the 
men 


and women who came here from 
the 48 states and territories for 
this meeting which ends today. It's 
possible they'll explode over it. 


But they were far from explo- 


sive 
yesterday 
when 
they 
sat 


around 166 tables, exchanged ideas 
on why they don't have enouglv 
schools, and then approved a re- 
port which was a consensus of 
what they felt and thought. 


That report was so careful, and 


long-winded, it looked like a dip- 
lomatic pronouncement by 
the 


State Department at one of those 
times when it wants to make a 
statement for the record : without 
being very positive about anything. 


This .was that the report said: 
"No state represented has .

demonstrated financial incapacity* 
tc bu'ild'- the schools 
it will need 


during the next five years. But, 
with the exception of a few states, 
none of the states presently 
has

WASHINGTON .W — The ' men 


and women taking part in the Pres- 
ident's White House Conference on 
Education opening today would like 
to think it will do good, Will it? 
Or will it be just a lot of people 
letting off steam? 


The delegates include educators, 


labor, farm and civic leaders, bus- 
inessmen and clergymen. 
They 


may, in spite of their varied views 
on how to get more schools and 
teachers, 
reach 
some 
majority 


.opinions without explosions. But 
they still seem to face 
a triple 


problem 
of 
time .politics, 
and 


money. 


This conference has had a build- 


up for almost1 two years, a lot of 
surface 
countryside 
interest. 


(President Eisenhower proposed 
it 


In a message' to Congress Jan. 7, 
19J/1 


Then he created a committee of 


34 men and women to advise him 
on what the government should do 
about the 
country's 
educational 
needs. 


Since then, and at the commit- 


tee's suggestion, all the states and 
territories have had their own con 
ference.s, 
to discuss 
what 
they 


thought needed to be done. 


Reports on all those states ' con- 


ferences were supposed to be sent 
to the committee. Not all of them 
have arrived yet. Only about five 
states took the trouble to print and 
bind their reports 


This writer saw them and the 


.inbound reports in the committee's 
files. Some of those unbound .ones 
appear so disorganized that — if 
they are a true reflection of what 
happened at the state conference 
— those conferences must 
have 


been chaps. 


There is disagreement 
among 


the state?, and within the indivi- 
dual state conferences, on whether 
the states should have federal aid. 
That question — federal aid to ed- 
ucation — will probably be 
the 


most explosive at this conference.

strong indications today that

President's White House Confer- 
ence on Education

mend federal aid to the nation's 
schools, at least for building new 
classrooms.

will 


leave the question high in the air. 


Federal aid for schools is the 


hottest question facing the

State Department at one of those 
times when it wants to make a 
statement for the record : without 
being very positive about anything.

"No state represented has .

demonstrated financial incapacity* 
tc bu'ild'- the schools 
it will need 


during the next five years. But, 
with the exception of a few states, 
none of the states presently 
has 


plans which indicate a political de-

Some of our dogs are blessed

coats that, though 
thay 


give us plenty of grooming trou- 
ble, are efficent insulation against 
both heat and cold. 


In New 
York 
State, I know 


Newfoundlands that 
don't want 


any part of a house, even in cold- 
est weather. They'd rather sleep 
in snow than straw. Many of the 
double coated dogs like Old Eng- 
lish Sheepdogs. 
Labradors, Bri- 


ards, and the sled dogs are sim- 
ilarly blessed. 


But 
our pointing, flushing and 


hound breeds, with the possible 
exception of the heaviest 
coated 


Of 
the 
wire 
hatred pointing 


breeds, must be 
provided 
for 


when cold weather arrives. 


It has been my contention that 


it is cheaper to keep a dog in 
proper condition through the cold 
winter months by adequate hous- 
ing than by the extra feeding that 
will be necessary if a dog is not 
protected from the elements. 


Sometimes a kennell location is 


such that the structure must con- 
form to the landscaping and other 
buildings.
